China vote seen

UNITED NATIONS. — The U.N. 
debate on the admission of ‘Ohina 
is moving to a close with support- 
era of rival resolutions confidently 
predicting victory by the narrow- 
est of margins.

The final outcome may now de- 
pend on the timing’ of an ex- 
pected announcement from the 
‘White House. after the return from 
Peking of presidential adviser Henry 
Kissinger. I¢ the firat vote is not 


taken until Tuesday, as now seems 


likely, some wavering governments 
may be Influenced by a joint Wash- 
Jngton-Peking statement announe- 
ing an early visit to China by Pre- 
aldent Nixon, 

There is intense speculation —: 
of a variety unprecedented in the me- 
mory of veteran diplomats — about 
the impact such an announcement 
could have on the voting. Equally 
Persuasive cases are being made 
out for seeing advantages to both 
gides in the debate. 

An independent observer, acknow- 
ledging the closeness of the voting, 
says that the result will depend on 
the distnibution of votes from 10 
to 12 nations who have not de- 
clared their positions. According to 
informed sources, Israel has advised 
the US. that it will vote for the 
“Important question” resolution 
but has reserved its position on 
the second American resolution 
which calls for a “two-China” ap- 
proach. . 


ABSTENTION SHEN 


Israel is expected to abstain on 
the second resolution because it 5 
reluctant to support the notion (by 
implication) of rivai demands for 
jurisdiction over the same ferri- 
tory. 

‘The U.S. has Informed its sup- 
porters that it expects a one-vote 
majority for the crucial vote on 
the “important question” resolution. 
The resolution wili provide the key 
to subsequent resolutions by the 
U.S. and Albania. 

If it passes, it will mean that 
any move to expel Taiwan would 
require a two-thirds majority. The 
Albanian resolution which accepts 
China at the expense of Tatwan is 
assured of a simple majority but 
cannot get a two-thirds margla. It 
would, therefore, fail and make 
way for a second American reso- 
lution which gives the China seat 
in the Security Council to Peking

Secretary of State Willlam Rogers.

considers an agreement ts posgible 
and Tito “may play a highly Im- 
portant part in this regard.” 

The Yugoslav news agency Tan- 
jug reported on Friday evening that 
Tito and his wite would be in the 
U.S. October 28 to November 2, 
for an official visit at the invitation 
of President Nixon. 

Mr. Rogers told the television's 
senior editor, Versolava Tadic, that 
Tito’s trip “is going to be very 
important,” and added that Mr.

Mr. Rogers said the U.S. 
siders “that the chances for cop- 
cluding a peace treaty (in the Middle 
East) would be considerably preater 
if the Suez Canal was reopened, 
Israeli troops withdrawn from the 
Canal and the cease-fire extended 
for ἃ reasonable period.” 


He said that a conversation Tito 
had with the late Egyptian Pres- 
ident Nasser “was very useful in- 
deed for crea the climate in 
which our (Washington’s) peace tni- 
tlative was accepted.

Sabry tried on new charges 


Cairo (Reuter), — Former Egyp- 
tian Vice-President Ali Sabry went 
on trial behind closed doors here 
yesterday on charges of political 
corruption and misuse of power. 

The 5l-year-old leftist politteian 
appeared before the same three- 
man revolutionary tribunal which 
has been trying him and 90 other 
defendants on charges of high trea- 
son. 


Sabry is accused of mastermind- 
ing an abortive plot last May to 
oust President Anwar Sadat with 
army help. 

General Mohamed Fawzy, for- 
mer War Minister, will appear be- 
fore a separate military court to- 
morrow for his alleged share in 
the conspiracy. 

Yesterday's charges against Sabry 
and another one-time top official, 
Samy Sharaf — a close aide of 
the late President Nasser — were 
separate sccusationg of misuse of 
Public positions and funds for per- 
sonal gain, 

Sabry was accused of bringing 
back iuxury goods after an official 
visit to Moscow late in 1969 with- 


out paylng the necessary customs * 


dues. He Is also accused of having 
a private villa bullt partly with 
Public moneys. 


Sharaf js accused of embegzling 
several thousand (Egyptian) pounds 
of funds of the Arab Socialist 
Union — Egypt's sole political party 
— and of using the republican seal 
for private gain. 


The scandal which arose at the 
time after Sabry's ndmitted import 
of excess baggage cost him his 
job as organizing secretary of the 
A.S.U,, although he was later partly 
rehabititated by the late President 
Nasser and retained a prominent 
Position in the country. 


The second of .two Vice-Presgi- 
dents appointed by President Sadat 
when he took over after the death 


of President Nasser, Sabry is sald || { 


to have started plotting immedia- 
tely to take over as President him- 
sclf with a number of ministers 
and top officials including General 
Fawzy and Sharsf. .

In a fully competitive economy, 
with moderate tariff barriers and no 
budget deficit, there can only be 
one source of inflation: excessive 
wages.

REHOVOT JOINS ‘WORLD 
COMPUTER FAMILY’ 


Finkel, an American com- 
puter expert who came to the 
‘Weizmann Institute three years ago 
as a consultant, admits that com- 
puters cannot help in some research 
projects, But there are other cases, 
he is sure, where they could help 
if only scientists understood more 
about what compiters can do — 
and if only the planning of suitable 
computer programme was not 50 
complicated. 

Store managers and sociologists 
have come to accept the computer 
δ a necessity, but many scientific 
researchers, particularly in the life 
sciences, do not use computers in 
thelr work, sald Mr. Finkel in an 
interview with The Jerusalem Post. 


The giant new computer which 
just reached the Weizmann Institute, 
the $3.5m. IB.M. 370, model 165, 
‘brings us into the international 
family of computer users.” In plain 

, the new computer — which 
inows ‘almost all the “computer Jan- 
guages" ever written — will enable 
‘Welzmmann scientists to use pro- 
srammes ‘written by their colleagues 
elsewhere. As an example, Mr. Finket 
pointed out that computers ‘have 
been used in the life sciences by 
researchers at the U.S. Government's 
National Institutes of Health. Since 
scientific programmes are exchanged 
freely, these ~made program- 
mes might interest Welzmann acien- 
tists who have not yet used com- 
puters. 

“Until now, we have used mostly 
Golem ‘computers built here at the 
Institute. This means that we had 
to write aH aur own programmes 
especially for. our computer. Now 
we can use ‘computer #braries’ 
around the work” .

Refuse dump

other in 1969 — yet go on function- 
ing. Repair teams exist for the 
sewage system, but no preventive 
work is dope, and there is no re- 
gular cleaning schedule for keeping 
it trouble-free. 

Three kibbutzim receive purified 
sewage water for irrigation at a 
cost of 3.5 agorot per cubic metre. 
Their debt for this service rose 
from 170,000 in April 1963 to 
IL.318,000 In August 1968. Nothing 
of this has been paid so far; on 
top of which another deficit of 
1L123,000 was accumulated in 1969 
and 1970, without any measures 
taken to collect the money. 

The Technical Department is 50 
busy sponsoring construction pro- 
jects, that it has no time to examine 
blueprints prepared for the city by 
outside engineers. In six cases, the 
engineers had not studied the site 
or examined the soil, with the re- 
sult that costly changes had to be 
made after construction started. 
Street Ughting was installed in a 
certain area in 1965/66 just after 
the sidewalk had been paved.

The Communication 
spokesman told The Jerusalem Post 
that most of the lines would be 
back in working order by this morn- 
ing: Teams of technicians will be 
working throughout the night. 

All damaged lines belong to the 
exchange whose numbers. begin 
with “5,” and belong to subscribers 
in the business section in Ben Ye- 
huda and Hayarkon Streets. 

The damage was caused when 
a water pipe burst in the middle 
of the Carmel Market at 1.15 p.m. 
‘The workers, in the course of look- 
ing for the pipe, damaged a con- 
erete conduct which included two 
major telephone cables. But in- 
stead of reporting on the damage, 
they covered up the excavation 
with earth. It took the telephone 
technicians several hours to locate 
the place of damage by converging 
slowly with electronic equipment 
from the two ends of the damaged 
line. 

Some hundred metres of the 
cable had to be replaced with new 
material. The repair takes a long 
time because all lines have to be 
connected at two ends of the new 
section with the corresponding 
lines in the undamaged cables, it 
waa explained.

TEL AVIV. — The Teachers Union 
has warned Justice Minister Ya'acov 
Shimshon Shapiro that, unless the 
anti-strike bill is altered, the Union 
may leave the Histadrut. 

The Union has taken exception to 
Article 3(b) of the bill, which they 
claim “ignores the autonomy of the 
Union.” 

The clause stipulates that ne 
authorities will only recognize 
strike ss legal if it has been 
sanctioned by “the representative 
workers’ or; tion” — which, for 
all practical matters, is the His~ 
stadrut. However, the Teachers 
Union is not an integral part of the 
Histadrut, but an Independent body 
which 21 years ago signed an agree- 
ment with the Histadrut’s Trade 
Union Department. 

‘Mr. Shapiro reportedly promised 
that the Knesset Labour Committee, 
which will handle the Settlement of 
Labour Disputes Bill between the 
first and final readings, will amend 
the article in such a way that the 
Union’s rights are preserved, The 
Minister said that, while drafting 
the bill, the parties concerned were 
“unaware of the situation and had 
no intention of damaging the teach- 
ers’ case.”

Hleven “delinquents” from Jeru- 
salem were being’ held by the police in 
the Capital over the week-end in 
connection with Friday morning’s 

explosion near @ policeman’s resi- 
dence in Talpiot, the police sald 
last night. 

The blast occurred at 115 am. 
Friday in front of ἃ house belong- 
ing to policeman Yehuda Elul at 
Block 13, Talpiot. The apartment 
was partly damaged, and several 
items of the furniture were wrecked. 
Windows in nearby flats were 
broken, There were no injuries. 

Elul, who is on the staff of the 
Bureau for Special Duties, was on 
duty at the time. His wife and 
daughter were at home, however. 

The explosion caused considerable 
consternation in the neighbourhood, 
but quiet was restored a short 
while later. Police officers, who 
arrived minutes later, assumed that 
the explosion was the work of of- 
fenders who were belleved to have 
been “settling accounts.” 

Within a few hours a number of 
youngsters were rounded up, and 
11 of them were still in custody 
last night. 

News of the blast from Jerusa- 
lem had Fatah claiming responsi- 
bility for the explosion. In a bul- 
letin issued in Beirut on Friday 
the Fatah claimed that its men 
blew up part of a building which 
they said was being used for “Is- 
τα ἢ} intelligence operations.” 

Fateh added that there were 
“geveral casualties,” and that the 
unit who carried out the operation 
“returned safely to base.” 


‘NEGOTIATIONS, 
NOT SUICIDE’ 


“Israel is interested in negotia- 
tions, but not in suicide,” Police 
Minister Shlomo Hillel declared in 
Jerusalem Friday night 

Speaking at the weekly Vocal 
Newspaper, Mr. Hille) said that 
Israel would, in the case of any 
settlement, keep the Tiran Stralts 
and thus ensure free shipping to 
Eilat. He also warned that Israel 
would not retreat from its positions 
on the Suez Canal so that the 
“Egyptian army can step in and 
take over." Any interim settlement, 
he said, must ensure that Egyptian 
troops will not cross the Canal.

A high mark for its treatment 
of cultural and historical sites was 
recently given the Government of 
Israel bya.leading Belgian author- 
ity on art history and conserva- 
tion, ‘Prof. Lemaire, following an 
extensive tour of the administered 
areas of Werusalem on behalf of 
Unesco. His report was ignored by 
Unesco’s executive board when it 
passed its Arab-initiated resolution 
last week. Israel is not a member 
of the board, but was represented 
by an observer; Dr. Avraham Bi- 
ran.

Seventh Knesset opens 


third year 


tomorrow

The Knesset's festive session 


tomorrow afternoon, marking the 


85th birthday of David Ben-Gurion, will provide a colourful curtain- 
raiser to the “second half" in the life of the present House. The Sev- 
enth Knesset opens the third year of its four-yegr-term when it re- 
convenes the winter session at 4 p.m. 


Former Premier and Defence 
Minister Ben-Gurion will sddress 
the House during the festive ses- 
sion, ἃ very rare privilege ac- 
corded to few non-parliamentarians. 
8 x Reuven Barkatt and Pre- 
mier Golda Melr will also speak. 
Afterwards, President Zalman 
Shazar will hold a reception in 
the House, in honour of the elder 
statesman. 

This week's parilamentary pace 
will be maintained after Monday's 
high point. Mrs. Meir will deliver 
a political statement, expected to 
be followed by a debate of several 
hours, The House has an informal 
tradition, whereby the Prime Min- 
ister delivers a statement of this 
kind at the opening of each term. 
Whenever Prime Ministers failed to 
do so, for whatever reason, ΜΙ 5 
showed their displeasure, and even 
Speakers have been known to pass 
a critical comment in their pri- 
vate chambers. 

Mrs. Meir is expected to re- 
define this country's position con- 
cerning the ideas for an interim 
arrangement to reopen the Suez 
Canal, and in doing so she is ex- 
pected to make it clear where the 
Israeli stand does not coincide with 
the views of the U.S. 

The Premier will camment on 
the recent visit of Egyptian Pre- 
sident Anwar Sadat to Moscow 
and the nature of the Soviet pro- 
mises during thatthne to bolster 
Egypt's military might. She will 
probably place thls country’s re- 
quest of the U.S. to sell it more 
Phantom jet aircraft, im the con- 
text of that visit. 

This week a memorial session 
is scheduled for two M.K.s who 
died during the summer recess: 
Rabbi Yitzhak Meir Levin, the 
Agudat Israel leader, and Mr. Mor- 
dechal Ofer of the Alignment. 
The calendar also contains two 
less sombre items, the Government 
announcement of the appointment 
of Sheikh Jaber Muadi ( Alignment- 
affliated) as Deputy Minister of 
Communications, and the election 
of a new Deputy Speaker, to re- 
place Mr. Seif e-Din Zouabi (| Align- 
ment-affiliated) who resigned iast 
month in order ta devote himself 
More thoroughly to his duties as 
Mayor of Nazareth. 

Once the big political debate is 
over, the parliamentary spotlight 
will turn to the first reading of the 
draft low for the settlement of 
labour disputes.
